HOW THE MATCH ORIGINATED. 


Be it premised that the meeting between the Hector of England and the 
Achilles of America took place at Farnborough on the 7th of April, 1860. The 
origin of the match may be first treated off, as there were other signs and 
tokens Jooming in the pugilistic hemisphere, besides the circumstance of the 


Eacu revolving day more amply verifles the fact 
that Time works wonders. The days of chivalry 
are as things no more, but in the imagination. 
Richard Cceur De Lion, Chevalier Bayard, and 
the Emperor Charlemagne, Saladin, the Moorish 
Emperor, and the accompanying host of those 
mighty and adventurous spirits whose knightly 
prowess was the sure forerunner of much of 
modern English hereditament, have ages agone 
battled with their only conqueror—the mightiest 
amongst the mighty. So strictly identical with 
the very institutions of the country was this said 
chivalry, before its halo of knightly courtesy, un- 
stained honour, and yalorous prowess had been 
dispersed by the bright sunbeams of advancing 
civilization, even as it then came slowly but surely 
on in its dawning, with the fixed steadiness of a 
“Star in the Kast,” that Marmion, Lord of 
Scrivelhaye, of Tamworth tower and town (vide 
Sir Walter Scott), held a grant of the lands of 
* vhe Abbey of Polesworth (Warwickshire), on 

condition of doing battle in singlo combat against 
all knightly enemies of his king. This tenure 
stillexists, but the necessity for any show of lance 
and battle-axe at a time which Dr. Cumming 
would almost term a millenium of peace, has 
grown virtually obsolete, and attracts about as 
much attention on the coronation days of our 
kings and queens as the Lord Mayor's state coach 
would passing down the Strand, “to the old vil- 
lage of Charing;” or that city functionary'’s 
gilded barge conveying his worship on a swan- 
hopping excursion on the bosom of what used to 
be, long, long age, the silvery Thames. It has been, 
indeed, an office conferred on the highest in the 
land, and is extant in the old and respected 
family of the Dymocks, who aro legally 
phrased the Champions of England. The 
pageant warrior who threw down the gauntlet 
to some hundred ladies and gentlemen in 
court dress at a coronation has been, how- 
ever, succeeded by a race of brawny and mus- 
cular fellows—men who “mean fighting, and 
nothing but it,” and who vie with the athlete of 
old in their rigidity of training and immense 
powers of endurance, Of such matériel has been 
composed the pugilistic Champions of England 
since the title was first conferred by universal 
approbation of the inhabitants of the land of brave 
hearts and gallant deeds, in 1719, on Figg, who 
at that date had an amphitheatre in Oxford-street, 
for the practice of boxing and cudgelling. En 
passant, it may be remarked that since the period 
alluded to none but a free-born Englishman has 
(with but one solitary exception) ever gained the 
title of Champion. This exception we may as well 
mention at once to be, out of twenty-eight in- 
tances, that of the celebrated Mendoza, an 
Israelite of a famed impulsive mood, Anno 
Domini 1792, before which time, singular enough, 
we have no detailed accounts of the various con- 
tests that took place for the Championship. Tho 
most noted instance of a foreigner attempting to 
gain this honorary distinction was that of the 
Venetian Gondolier, of whom, in an old work of 
Captain Godfrey (the Barclay of that day), is the 
following :—“It was at this period (Figg’s time) 
that the whole boxing hemisphere was up in 
arms, Occasioned by insolent threats of the Eng- 
lish laurels being torn from their native soil and 
transplanted into a foreign land. A Venetian 
Gondolier threw down the gauntlet, boasting that 
he would break the jaw-pone of ‘any one who 
might have the temerity to meet him. He was a 
man of prodigious strength, possessing an arm, not 
only very large and muscular, but surprisingly 
long. His fame ran before him, and his impetu- 
osity was described to be irresistible. He was 
considered a good subject for winning.” Figg 
eventually gained an easy victory. Pugilism has 
always been well patronised in this country; tho 
national characteristics of our countrymen have 
ever been to select those weapons only with 
which nature has endowed them (the fists) in 
contradistinction to the bravo’s penchant for the 
knife or stiletto of most other nations in the 
world to settle any quarrel or dispute. The Duke 
of Cumberland used to second Jack Broughton 
(Champion in 1740), and few great battles took 
place at which one or more of the sons of George 
the Third were not present. Sir Thomas Apreece,

Heenan, however, immediately upon finding his 
mistake, “‘ put up” his fifty in the hands of Mr. 
Dowling, and hoped for precedence of Jones. To 
the latter, notwithstanding, was, of course, given 
the priority. Bill Benjamin, having been divested 
of his ‘‘upper Benjamin” a second time (albei* 
not in such easy fashion as before), a myth was 
properly pronounced as the gleam burst upon us 
respecting an Unknown; and the ultimatum of 
matters touching the American movements was 
that Jones forfeited £50 in order to allow Heenan 
to take precedence, and so satisfy the heartburn- 
ings of the Americans that Heenan should meet 
Sayers in an international match. The Benicia 
Boy thus stepped into Jones's shoes — the 
obvious reason of the latter's forfeiting being of 
no moment to disclose in commenting on our pre- 
sent subject. Some little dispute occurred as to 
the date when Heenan and Sayers should fight, 
but that difficulty was got over, after timely con- 
sideration on both sides, and the date above 
given positively arranged for, in terms that 
neither could retrograde from. In December of 
the same year Mr. Falkland, Heenan’s adviser, 
arrived in England, and the reason, he said, that 
the match had not been made for more than £200 
a side (our champion is never compelled to fight 
for more, with a three years’ limit), as Heenan 
could lay out his money to more advantage in 
bets, the odds being against him. The chapter of 
accidents in this life, however, was nearly up- 
setting even this arrangement, as the Boy got to 
loggerheads in the interim with Morrisey, whom 
he wanted to fight a second time—be it remem- 
bered Morrisey had beaten him once before, when 
Heenan had been trained by Jones—before he met 
Sayers on English soil@ Interference in the 
New World brought about a promise that 
Morrisey would be happy to meet Heenan a 
second time, if he whipped Sayers. Need we say 
that no such battle has ever occurred. Heenan 
being wanted here to acclimatise himself for his 
contest with Sayers, he started from New York 
in safety, although in secrecy, as there were war- 
rants out against him for a breach of the peace 
A in attending a prize fight just before he embarked, 
: After practice on board, where he was an 
\\ \ universal favourite with the passengers, he 
SS arrived in due time at Liverpool, doubled the 
SS immense assemblage who was waiting to receive 
SS him, and steamed on by the chemin de fe to the 
metropolis the same night with Macdonald. We 
need hardly recount the excitement which prevailed 
in the metropolis to gain a sight of the American, 
No arrival of any foreign potentate could have 
created greater interest; and from this moment 
England, from her innermost heart, betrayed 
feelings in connection with this subject which 
after circumstances fully confirmed, and told a 
tale which will not be forgotten in long and, we 
feel certain, more civilised ages to come. 


THE CAREER OF TOM SAYERS. 
Tom was born of respectable parents at Steyning, 
Sussex, on the 17th of May, 1826, and was brought 
| upasa bricklayer. When 23 years of age he entered 
' the ring, for £5 a side, with Aby Crouch, on the 
19th of March, 1849, at Greenhithe, and defeated 
him with ease in 13min. Dan Collins, the present 
host of the Bricklayers’ Arms, Webb-street, Ber- 
mondsey, and formerly head waiter at Tora 
Spring's, The Castle, Holborn, was next chosen 
as an adversary. They met on the 22nd of October, 
1850, at Edenbridge, Kent, for £25 a side, and 
fought 9 rounds in 27min., when the police inter- 
fered, and an adjournment took place to Red Hill, 
near Reigate, where 39 rounds more were con- 
tested in lh. 52min. Darkness came on and puta 
stop to hostilities, as also on the 10th of the 
following December. On the 29th of April, in the 
following year, they met at Long Reach, and 
fought 44 rounds in Simin. Success again 
attended Tom; and now, being fairly launched 
into the tide of pugilism, he was pitted against 
Jack Grant, £100 a side, and the affair came off, 
Juno 29, 1852, at Mildenhall, Suffolk. Old ring- 
goers need not be told the how and the wherefore 
of the result of this mill. Grant held his adver- 
sary so cheap that he was actually Bacchi plenus 
the very night prior to the contest. No wonder 
that Jack’s physical nature was eventually ex- 
hausted, notwithstanding that in the earliest 
stages of the fight it was a guinea to a shilling on 
nim, and in the end he was so weak and full 
only of lassitude from over indulgence that 
a fall settled his business, and Tom gained 
his third victory. Jack Martin, a pet of Ben 
Caunt’s, was the next pick. ‘This was for £50 
a side, on the 26th of January, 1353, and here 
Tom displayed much of that determined game- 
ness, and many happy points of pugilistic tactics 
and science, which in after years became o 
byword with the multitude, and rendered 
his name, from one end of the United King-

CITY AND SUBURBAN HANDICAP AND GREAT METROPOLITAN.

TOW that the Northampton Spring Meeting is over we may consider the

Two of my 
selections left the post at such a fearful disadvantage (one of them, West End, 
being almost left with Wombat at the post) as to be “out of the race” from the 
commencement; whilst Rapparee, the-other recommended by me, managed to 
run into a place, being defeated by the victorious “outsider,” Stampedo, by a 
length.

This may be partly attributed 
to the large acceptance for the shorter race, ninety-nine having ‘ cried 
content,” being exactly the number entered for the “‘ Metrop.,” for which sixty- 
nine expressed their satisfaction with the handicapper’s handiwork. Last year 
the City ‘and Suburban had increased in popularity, and a very large tield 
entered to contend for the prize ; and I shall not be surprised to find a goodly 
array of names coloured on the card on the ensuing occasion. Those most 
likely to ‘furnish the starter with a little trouble in forming the field in proper 
order will, I think, be found to spring from the following, viz., Audrey, Water- 
witch, Camerino, The Monk, Lord of the Manor, Dictator, Fitz-Avon, 
Suburban, Phantom, West End, Maid of the Mist, Dartmouth, the Vest 
colt, Adrosta, Babette filly, Grey Hen colt, Ducat, Real Jam, Ship- 
wreck, Jung Frau, Earl of Surrey, Peahen, Sappho, and Bosh. At 
present I do not feel it necessary, to wade through the whole of these names, 
but merely to point out those which appear to me the most likely to furnish the 
actual winner. I have not the least doubt but that from Suburban, Ducat, 
Phantom, and the Vest colt will spring the nag that will pass the judge’s chair 
first. Assuming, however, that we shall have no start @ la ‘West End” I 
believe Phantom will pass the goal successfully. It would be mere waste of

THE BLUE RIBAND OF ’62. 


“ What will win; and who will wear it ?””

OLD CALABAR 


This fine specimen of a thorough-bred racehorse is, par excellence, the “lion” 
of Newmerket. He is a handsome bay, boasting King Tom-for-his sire, and-is 
out of the dam of Bel Esperanza. Sir Richard Bulkeley,his owner,and Stephenson, 
his trainer, make no secret of their opinions as'to the extraordinary merits of their 
‘“‘crack,” and ‘have the greatest confidence in. bearing off the‘great first'spring 
prize at “head quarters,” the Two Thousand Guinea Stakes, as well as having 
a determined struggle to obtain the highest object of the enthusiastic turfite— 
the “blue riband of the turf.". Newmarket Heath was the place where Old 
Calabar made his debut before the racing public, and he yery soon established 
himself in favour. He came to the post in a field of half a seore, bar one, and, 
after a good run over the T.Y.C., he completed the distance (5 furlongs 140 yds) 
in Imin. 18sec., winning in a common canter; Locelei was sccond, leaving 
Hurricane third by a head; the Emerald colt close up fourth ; Harlequin finish- 
ing fifth, with Vilette next the rear, being ‘whipped in” by Anxiety. This 
performance at once brought the claims of Old Calabar conspicuously forward, 
and a shot or two was laid about him for the Derby. He next essayed at the 
Newmarket Second October Meeting, where he was brought out for the 

| Clearwell Stakes, being a spin over the same distance of ground as on his open- 
ing effort. He was opposed by Wingrave, Clementi, Knight of St. Michael, and 
Coulon, andafter avery exciting struggle he passed the goal victorious, having the 
advantage of Wingrave by a neck; Clementi was third, six lengths behind 
Wingrave, and the remainder of the field were beaten off. Now this race does 
not speak somuch in favour of Old Calabar as would appear upon the first 
blush of the affair. Old Calabar carried 8st 101b, and Wingrave 8st 131b, giving 
the former the advantage of 3lb, and as he only managed to secure the judge's fiat 
by a neck, it is perfectly clear that on this occasion at least their merits were just 
evenly balanced, and it would, therefore, be reasonable to infer that “Jack 
was as good as his master,” the difference in weight being put as a set off 
against the advantage of a neck at the finish, the probability being that the race 
would have resulted in a dead heat had both horses run at even weights. 
However, the result was another triumph for Old Calabar, and as such he is 
Voteatiy entitled to the benefit of it. “Our hero” had not yet completed his 
two-yr-old schooling, but was again brought out at the Newmarket [Houghton 
Mecting, his owner apparently determined that his crack should complete his 
“youthful” career at the turf metropolis. Starting for the Criterion 
Stakes he encountered Nottingham, the Mildew colt, St. Alexis, Alve- 
diston, Feu de Joie, Bertha, Wandsworth, and his late opponent, Win- 
grave. At starting Old Calabar was made the favourite at 6 to 4 ‘“agst,” 
whilst. Wingrave “ pressed him” at 9 to 2 ‘‘agst”; Alvediston, Bertha, Zetland, 
St. Alexis and Nottingham figuring in the betting in the order named. 
It was currently reported that Wingrave was overworked, and any- 
thing but fit to contest for so severe a race so late in the season, so that, 
peraps, too much reliance ought not to be placed on the result. It is important, 
however, so far, that Old Calabar turned up’ the “trump card” for the third 
time, winning rather easily by half a length, Nottingham running second and 
defeating Wingrave by about the same distance; Zetland was fourth, three 
lengths’ behind the ‘ Baron’s pet,” and Feu’deé Joie next ; the “‘whippers in,” 
on this occasion, being the Mildew colt and St. Alexis. The upshot was that 
Old Calabar assumed a position in the betting for the Two Thousand of which 
he has never been deprived, and so far°it would seem difficult to divine any 
cause, except actual break down, that could have the effect of displacing him 
in the post of honour. He made a fourth and ‘concluding struggle as a 
youngster, and at thesame meeting. With but a single opponent he started 
for the Glasgow Stakes of £550, being a fintter over thé last three quarters of 
the Rowley mile; and leaving the starter With 6'to'l or him, he made all the 
running and won “hands down,”in #¢dinmén canter, by three-or four lengths.

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dom to the other, as familiar as household words. In 23 rounds, 55min, 
another easy victory was achieved by Sayers, who was next matched against | 
one of the most skilful boxers of the day—Nat Langham. ‘Tom had sucha 
superabundance of flesh that he was pinked upon to such a degree that he 
speedily became blind, and suffered his only defeat in 61 rounds, 2h. 2min. 
Nat at this time kept the Cambrian Stores, Castle-street, Leicester-square; and 
Tom, the Bricklayers’ Arms, Camden-town. They disputed about the title of 
champion of the middle weights, but Langham, although a winner, resigned 
it to Tom through ill health; and, finding no customer handy to tackle him, 
Tom staked £50 to £25 to fight George Simms, over whom he gained an easy 
conquest. Some badgering between Tom and Paddock never came to any- 
thing, and our hero met Harry Poulson, of Nottingham, for £50 a side, Jan. 29, 
1856, at Appledore, and fought 3h. Smin., during which 109 rounds were con- 
tested. Tom, in this battle, was nearly llst, at which weight he was never 
good, and was obliged to resort to a little tumbling in order to gain time. Suc- 
ceeding in blinding Poulson, so he won his battle. Victory seemed fettered to 
his standard. After a long and motionless inaction of twelve months he once 
more entered the cords, flushed with as much hope as ever as to his innate 
capabilities of success. This time his adversary was Aaron Jones: they 
fought for £100 a side, 62 rounds, 3h., banks of the Medway, Jan. 6, 1857s Both 
men were much punished, and darkness coming on the tight was adjourned. 
The renewed battle was decided on the 19th of the succeeding February, with the 
addition of a bet of £100 a side, besides the aforesaid stakes, On this oecasion 
they fought 2h., 85 rounds, when once again Tom's star was in the ascendant. 
In his endeavour to convince the public that he had a sure title to be considered 
the hero of the middle-weight division, and ambitious of better things likewise, 
he tackled Bill Perry, the ‘lipton Slasher, for £200 a side and the champion’s 
belt. Ten rounds, in 102min., were fought in the Isle of Grain, on the 16th of 
June, 1857; and then he became the leading man of the epoch, having given 
the coup de grace to the Staffordshire boxer in easy style at the finish. Pad- 
dock being about this time attacked with rheumatism, he let the opportunity 
go by, and Harry Broome found a novice for Tom in Bill Bainge, otherwise 
Benjamin, on the Isle of Grain, January 5th, 1858, Three rounds, in 6}min. 
sufficed for Tom to practise, to his heart’s content, against the countryman, 
who was compelled to cry a go thus early. Paddock still had an inkling to try 
his hand, but could only find friends to back him for £150a side. The match 
was agreed to by Sayers, who wanted more fish to his net, and they met at 
Canary Island on the anniversary of the day Tom met the Slasher in the 
previous year. It was a lucky omen, and once again Sayers sang the Jo 
triumphe in 80m., 21 rounds, all the steel being out of the Redditch needle- 
maker, despite his gameness and pluck. Benjamin ‘‘came that way again” on 
the 5th of April, 1859, near Ashford, £200 a side, and fought 22m., 11 rounds. 
Sayers was in bad condition, but yet managed to pull through, despite the 
other's improved tactics which he had received at the hands of Nat Langham 
and Bendigo, of Nottingham, a whilom champion some years back. Running 
down to Birmingham on a sparring exhibition for a benevolent purpose, Tom 
was bested with tke gloves by Bob Brettle, and a match between them resulted. 
The Londoner fought the countryman £400 to £200, in the Sussex hop country, 
on the 20th of September, 1859, A bet was also laid of £200 to £200 that Tom 
did not win in 10m., and this wager the latter very properly never attempted to 
win. Brettle injured his arm in 7 rounds, 15m., and so was compelled to 
resign the contest ; and had it been otherwise nothing could have stopped him 
being beaten, and that most easily too, as aftercircumstances have most amply 
proved; and itis asad pity Brettle did not then retire from the ring, as he 
might have done, with something like credit to himself. Now he betook him- 
self to training for Heenan. First he went to Brighton, his old favourite 
quarters; then to Newmarket, lin company with the renowned trainer, Bob 
Fuller. All recollect the magistrates refused to grant a warrant against him, 
yet he had some difficulty in getting clear of the place, and he was only got 
safely to London by being placed in a horse-van belonging to Mr. S. Rogers, 
the Duke of Bedford's head jockey, and taken by post horses some distance on 
the road, where, ina suitable disguise, he was able to make his appearance at 
a railway station, and thus get safely to the metropolis. As usual, Harry 
Brunton, the well-known host of the City Music Hall, Beech-street, Barbican, 
passed the last fortnight in his company, and Morissey, who had, as we have 
before stated, beat Heenan, also visited him. The height of Sayers is 5ft. Shin., 
and his fighting weight, when in good condition, between 10st 10lb 
and 10st 12Ib—the nearer the former the better. His loins, neck, and shoulders 
are powerfully developed, but somewhat wanting below deck. 


THE CAREER OF THE BENICIA BOY. 

Heenan first saw the light in the year 1834, in the Naval Arsenal at Troy, 
United States, where his father was employed in the laboratory department of 
the gun factory as a charger of shells. His father and mother were both 
Irish. At an early age he became a forgeman at Benicia, from whence he takes 
his nick-name ; and it was while working here that he from time to time dis- 
played fistic powers of no ordinary quality. With the true Hibernian blood in 
him, he had several turns up in California, and when he got to New York he 
was fortunate to secure an Inspectorship of Customs under Government, but 
this after his defeat by Morrisey. His first training quarters were fixed at 
Salisbury, but busybodies were about, and hunted about he was, we regret to 
say, while his opponent took his breathings in clover, as it were, from that 
cathedral city to Bathampton ; from thence to Penlake, near Bedford, and after 
that to Trent Lock, near Nottingham, where Bendigo, Dick Hall, and others 
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| trained at. Here he was arrested and bound over, himself in £50 and two 


sureties of £25 each. He is 6ft lin, in height, possesses excellent shoulders, 
a fine chest and back, but his loins are, for his height, decidedly slack’ ‘His 
head is well set on; his neck good; his arms long, lean, and muscular; his 
understandings, too, are long, and made in Nature's best mould, being quite 


straight and very sinewy. 
. Y us IN THE RING. 


A special from London Bridge, at four o'clock in the morning, speedily con- 
veyed us to Farnborough, leaving behind mounted patrol for miles down the 
line as we passed, until we were out of the jurisdiction of the metropolitan 

olice. There were two trains, containing nearly 1,200 spectators. Harry 
Branton and Jemmy Welsh (of the Griffin Stores, Church-street, Borough} 
seconded Sayers; and Jack Macdonald and Cusick waited upon Heenan. The 
men shook hands very cordially, and conversed for a few minutes. On being 
stripped, in size it looked a horse toa hen, Heenan stood full 44in. over Tom, 
and haa an immense advantage in length. Every muscle on his broad back 
his shoulders, and arms, was well developed, and gave evidence of enormous 
power. His legs were rather light, but still there was no lack of wire and 
activity. His skin was exceedingly fair and transparent, and shone like a 
thorough-bred. Tom looked as hard as nails, and was in the best condition we 
ever saw him—a proof of what he deemed the importance of the occasion 
His loins and legs looked cast in a better mould than his opponent's. The 
contrast between the men was far greater than between Tom and the Tipton 
Slasher; and, taking into consideration that the advantage in age on this occa- 
sion was t’other way, Tom's work seemed indeed cut out. Heenan won the 
toss for choice of corners, and placed his back to the sun. In addition to this 
he had the advantage of heing on slightly rising ground, so that Tom had all 
the way through to fight up hill. Time was called at 29min. past 7, and they 


commenced. 
THE FIGHT. 


Round 1—Heenan at once threw himself into very fair position, his left well 
balanced ready for a shoot, and the right across the body. Tom's position was 
the same as ever, lightly but firmly planted on his pins. He smiled and 
nodded, and on Heenan trying to lead off his left got well back. Heenan tried 
again, his reach being tremendous, but again did Tom get well away. Tom 
now essayed a draw, but the Boy was leary. Each feinted and dodged to find 
out a weak point, but for a short time each fortress was too well guarded. At 
last Tom let go his left and right, but out of distance. Heenan shook his head 
and grinned, and then again tried a lead, but was short. They got gradually 
to Heenan's corner, who appeared disposed to fight on the defensive, and the 
sun being in Tom's eyes seemed to bother him notalittle. At length they 
came together, and sharp left-handers were exchanged, Tom getting on the 
Boy's nose, drawing jirst blood, and Heenan leaving his sign manual on Tom’s 
frontispiece. Heavy counter hits followed, Tom again getting on the conk, 
and receiving on the nut. More sparring ensued to a close, when Heenan 
seized Tom round the neck, but Tom pegged away at the back of his head 
until he made him leave that, and Tom fell laughing. 

Round 2—Heenan showed marks of Tom's handiwork on the back of his 
neck, and Tom's forehead was flushed. Heenan kept to his corner, whiiher 
Tom went to draw him out. When he thought Tom was near enough the 
Boy lunged out his left, but Tom stopped him and got back. The Boy tried 
again, and just reached Tom's nose. After one or two feints a pretty counter 
took place, Tom getting on the nose and receiving one over the right eye. 
Heenan then closed, got well hold of him, and threw the champion, falling 
heavily on him. Offers to take 2 to L. 

Round 3—After a little lively fiddling Tom got too near to the big ‘un, who 
instantly slung out his left straight and full on the bridge of Tom’s beak, 
knocking him clean off his pins. [First knock down for Heenan.] 

Round 4—Tom, on coming up, looked rather astonished, and his eyes 
blinked in the sun like o dissipated owl. Heenan went at once to him at the 
scratch, dodged him, and once more planted a heavy spank with his left, this 
time on the jaw, and down went Tom again, amidst the shouts of the Yankees, 
who now offered 6 to 4 on Heenan. The Sayers’ party looked excessively blue. 

Round 5—Tom's mug showed jvisible marks of the Boy's powers of hitting. 
He was cautious, and kept away from his man. Jack followed, and, letting go 
his left on the mouth, was well countered by Tom on the proboscis. Heenan 
now bored in, and, after dodging Tom, got again heavily on the sneezer, and 
Tom fell. 

Round 6—Tom's countenance, though not swelled still was much flushed, 
while the Boy was almost scatheless. He was somewhat wild, and tried both 
hands, but missed. Counter hits ensued, in which Tom received the full 
weight of Heenan's ponderous fist on his right arm, which was driven back 
against his face. Tom reached Heenan's left cheek, leaving his mark. Heenan 
retaliated on the right brow, and Tom fell. 

Round 7—Tom’'s right peeper displayed marks of pepper, and it was percep- 
tible that he had sustained severe injury to his right arm, which was beginning 
to swell, and which he now kept close to his body, as if to supportit. Still he 
went to Heenan in his corner, and that hero delivered his left, but not effec- 
tively, on the chest. Tom danced away, and, as-he turned round, napped a 
little one from the right on his back. He was quickly out of harm's way, and, 
coming again dodged his man until he let fly, when Tom countered him heavily 
on the right cheek, drawing the claret, and raising a considerable bump. : The 
blow staggered Heenan, who stood all of a heap for a moment. Soon did he 
collect himself, and, as Tom came again, lodged a little one on the nose, but 
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vas onee more countered very heavily on the right cheek, whereupon H3enan 
‘went to his corner for a wipe. He seemed in no hurry to come away, and Tom 
stood in the middle of the ring until the Boy went slowly to him and tried his 
loft, but it was no go. He tried again, but only just reached Tom's brow. Tom 
now feinted and got home on the right peoper, Heenan missing an upper cut. 
Tom danced away, camo again on another tack, and bang went his left on the 
fore spot—a heavy spank, and he was instantly out of danger, laughing. 
Heenan rushed after him, but was well stopped, thrice in succession. Again 
and + Fee Tom went to him, and baulked his efforts to effect a lodgment, and 
then Heenan napped another slashing crack on the right cheek, which had the 
effect of at once closing his dexter goggle. He retreated for a wipe, and was 
followed by Tom, and some mutual and cautious dodging and feinting took 
place. At last Heenan got on the top of Tom's smeller, but not heavily, and 
‘tom then avoided another attempt. Once more did Heenan retire to Jack 
Macdonald for consolation and advice, Tom walking round and eyeing him in 
&n inquisitive manner, as if admiring his handiwork. Tom, after satisfying 

is curiosity, went close, and slight exchanges followed, without mischief, 
Heenan tried his left and was stopped. Both very cautious, and noither dis- 
posed to go within gun-shot. Heenan now led off, and got slightly on the 
mouth with his left, Tom retaliating on the closed peeper. Mutual taps and 
stops, and then Tom got his left heavily on the old spot another cracker, 
whereupon Jack onee more retired to the privacy of his own corner, amidst 
cries of 2to lon Sayers. Tom, after a few turns and a touch of the sponge, 
went to him, but Heenan shook his nob, and seemed disinclined for work. 
Tom, finding he could not draw him, retreated, whereupon the Boy came out 
and let go his left viciously, which was beautifully stopped. He then feinted, 
and got well on the bridge of Tom's snorer as he was retreating, and again 
knocked him off his pins. Tom rolled over, laughing, and was carried to his 
corner. This round lasted 13min., and was a tine specimen of stratagem and 
skill, especially on the part of Tom. His right arm now was much swollen, 
and so painful that he could make little or no use of it. 

+ Round S—Tom slowest to the call of time, but directly he was at the scratch, 
the Boy retired to his corner, whither Tom had to follow him. Heenan at once 
let go his left, but Tom laughed and jumped back. A slight exchange followed, 
and Tom napped a straight one on the sniffer. Heenan now missed a couple 
of well-meant shots, and Tom jumped away from the third, and, as he turned 
his back upon Heenan, got a right-hander on the back of the neck. Heenan 
followed him up, but Tom grinned and got nimbly away. His activity on his 

ins was aS remarkable as ever. Heenan pursued him, and at last lodged his 
Tort slightly on the nozzle, and once more turned on the tap. Tom, however, 
countered him on the damaged cheek, which caused the Boy to retire, for the 
kind offices of Jack Macdonald. On Tom's going to him he let go his left on 
the kisser, drawing the carmine, and this led to pretty exchanges at long shots 
on the cheek. Heenan at this time appeared weak, and the hopes of the Sayers’ 
pzrty were greatly in the ascendant. Heenan preferred his corner to the 
scratch, and ‘l'om had some difficulty in persuading him to leave. This he at 
last accomplished, and some beautiful stops were made on both sides. Another 
break-a-way ensued, after which they countered effectively, but Tom was 
heaviest on the right cheek, which was now swelled as big as two. Heenan's 
blow alighted on Tom’s oration trap, and drew more of the ruby. On trying to 
repeat this lodgment Tom stopped him cleverly. Capital exchanges followed, 
in which Tom was again at home on the cheek very heavily. Heenan rushed 
at him, but Tom was away, and, after once or twice being baulked, Heenan 
retired tohis own corner. After ‘om had scrutinised him carefully he rubbed 
his hands and,went to him, whereupon Heenan lot fly his left, but Tom got well 
away, laughing. Heenan shook his head, and also langhed good humouredly. 
Tom now crept in, and pop went his left on the plague spot, and off went the 
champion, laughing.. More dodging and stopping on both sides, until Tom was once 
more on the cheek a slogger. Heenan retaliated sharply on the bridge of the 
snout, and was stopped in a second attempt, and Tom nailed him on the right 
cheek very heavily, and got away. Heenan tried to take the lead, but Tom 
jumped back. The Boy, persevering, got well on the forehead, but was un- 
successful in a second essay. The first was sufficient to leave a bump on the 
gallant Tom. More sparring until oa severe counter exchange took place, in 
which Tom got a hot’un on the whistler, which shook his ivories, and turned 
onafresh tap. It was a staggerer, but Tom recovered and went to his man, 
when more severe encounters were interchanged. Heenan getting another 
Tam one on the cheek, and dropping his left with effect on Tom's snufiler. 
Both now indulged in a wipe, and washed their mouths out. They came again 
like giants refreshed, and each in turn tried a lead, but each was well stopped. 
Tom's right arm, from the continual stopping such a heavy cannonade as 
Heenan's, was now much discoloured and swollen, and utterly useless for all 
purposes of hitting, and he was thus deprived of his principal weapon. After 
a good deal of this another heavy exchange followed, in which Tom was at 
home on the old spot, and Heenan on the jaw heavily, knocking Tom once 
more off his pins. ‘This round lasted 20m., and was a splendid specimen of 
milling on both sides. Tom's nose and mouth were bleéding, but both his 
eyes were well open. His arm was his chief drawback. Heenan’s right eye 
had been long closed, his cheek was fearfully swollen, and his mouth was also 
somewhat out of the perpendicular, 

Round 9—Heenan came up as if he intended to force the fighting. He led 
off viciously, but Tom got well away. The Boy followed him closely, and at 
last got on Tom's gob, drawing more of the juice. He followed suit on the 
gnuffer-tray, and counter hits ensued, in which each did mischief. Heenan 
continued to bore in, and at last Tom, after getting a little one on the back, 
dropped, laughing. 
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Round 16—Tom was very slow tothe call of time, and appeared to want 
nursing. It was evidently heavy work struggling against such superior metal 
He stood in the middle of the ring until Heenan went to him, when slight 
counter hits were exchanged, afier which they closed. Heenan lifted Tom 
froin the ground, and threw him heavily with the greatest ease. 

Round 11—Tom, again very much Bahicdnead in coming to time, and the 
friend of Heenan did not appear to be in much of a hurry. When they did 
come up Tom had to go into Heenan’s corner. After a dodge or two, Tom got 
his right on the good eye rather heavily, but it was not such a right-hander as 
of yore, and evidently gave him pain. Heenan returned on the chest, and ‘l’om fell. 

Round 12—‘“ Time, time ;’' neither too ready, On Sayers at last facing his 
man, Heenan caught him, but not very heavily, on the jaw, and dropped on 
the saving suit. 

Round 13—Heenazn, first to leave his second'’s knee, now went to Tom, ane, 
after a dodge or two, popped in the left very straight on poor ‘l’oim’s conk, once 
more knocking him clean off his legs. He turned round on returning to his 
corner, and, looking to Mr. Falkland, his umpire, exclaimed, ‘ That's one for 
you, Fred.” Offers were now made to lay 5 to 40n Heenan, put the takers 
seemed scarce. 

Round 14—Tom, very weak, came up cautiously and slowly, his beak being 
large enough for two. Heenan, seeing ‘'om’s state, tried to force the fighting, 
but Tom got cleverly out of difficulty. Heonan followed him up, and popped 
in a rattler on the throat, without a return. He paused, and then sent in a 
little one on‘the scent bottle, but Tom countered him well and straight on the 
nose, drawing the crimson in confusion. Heenan, nothing daunted, let go 
his left, and was stopped. He then swung round his right heavily on the jaw. 
They got to close quarters, and some heavy in-fighting took place, in which Tom 
Was very busy. At length, both went down heavily, Heenan under. 

Round 15—Neither seemed in a hurry to leave his second’s knee, but Tom 
was slowest in answering the call. Heenan at once went to him, got the left 
well on the proboscis, and his right on the jaw, and down again fell the cham- 
pion in a heap. 

Round 16—Tom shook himself together, but was very cautious. THe sparred 
as if requiring rest, until Heenan came in, when slight exchanges took place, 
Tom getting it on the nose and Heenan on the whistler, but neither very 
heavy. Heenan then made a sudden dart, and, planting very heavily on 'Tom’s 
mouth, once more knocked him off his legs. [Loud cheers for Heenan.] 

Round 15—Tom did not display many marks from his repeated knock down 
blows, but came up smiling, although somewhat tired. Heenan'’s mug was 
decidedly the most disfigured, being so much swollen, Heenan took the lead, 
but did not get heavily on. He tried again with his right, but the blow passed 
over Tom's nob. Counter hits followed on the nose, in which Tom's delivery 
was the most effective, but Tom was down. 

Round 18—Very slight exchanges, followed by a heavy counter, in which 
Heenan's whiskers camo in for pepper, and Tom got it slightly on the nose 
and fell. 

Round 19—Tom slow to time; Heenan not in a hurry, At last, on facing 
one anothor, Heenan went into a close, and, throwing Tom, fell on him. 

Round 20.—Heenan followed Tom, who was on the retreat, and after one or 
two dodges caught him on-the jaw heavily with his right. He tried again, but 
Tom jumped back. Still he persevered, and heavy exchanges followed at close 
quarters, and both were in the end down at the ropes. 

Round 21—Tom very slow, which Heenan seeing, dashed at him, slung out 
the left on the nogo, and again floored the champion. 

Round 22.—Tom seemed none the worse for the floorers, but it rather seemed 
to do him good, for he came fresher, which Heenan seeing, he retired to his 
corner. Tom followed and tried to deliver, but missed, and the Benicia Boy 
dropped him with another straight one on the jaw. Heenan’s left hand was 
now much puffed, and did not seem to leave such impressions as formerly. 

Round 23—The time was very badly kept on both sides, and there were now 
complaints that the Benicia Boy was allowed a stool in the ring. An appeal 
was made to the referee, who at once ordered its removal, as contrary to the 
laws. Heenan rushed at Tom, who retreated and got one on the back. Tom 
then turned round and missed his right’ They closed, and Tom pegged away 
merily on the nose and Jeft cheek, and in the end both down, Tom under. 1h. 
11 m. had now elapsed. 

Round 24~The Benicia Boy first up, tried his left, by a sudden dart, but was 
Stopped. An attempt with the right just landed on the side of Tom’s ‘nut, and 
he fell. [5 to 4 on Heenan still offered.] 

Round 25—Tom, very weak, came up slow, but cheerful. He waited the 
attack, which was not long in coming, and, after getting a little one on the side 
of the head, Tom popped his left very heavily on the snout, drawing more 
home-brewed. Heenan, wild, rushed in and boxed Tom down. 

Round 26.—Tom, fresh, came up gaily, and tried to lead off with his left, but 
the Boy stopped him prettily. Another effort landed on Heenan’s good eye. 
Heenan, in return, planted a rattler on Tom's jaw with his right, which 
staggered him, ond was all but a knock down blow. Tom soon shook himself 
together, whereupon the Boy let fly his left, but Tom was well away. Following 
up, the Boy got on Tom's chest, but not heavily. Exchanges; Heenan on the 
tater trap, and Tom on the nose, a smasher, each drawing the cork. Heavy 
counters followed with the left, and they broke away. The Boy came again, 
and got on Tom's snorer heavily with his left, once more staggering him, Twice 
after this did Tom stop Heenan's right, and they closed. After some slight 
fighting Tom fell, Heenan hitting him when down. An appeal of foul was 
over-ruled, the blow being obviously accidental. 

Round 27—The Boy came up determined, and led off; but Tom was away 
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A second attempt was equally unsuccessful, and, as Tom turned his back to 
dash away, the Boy caught him on the neck, but not heavily. Sharp exchanges 
followed ; Tom on the left cheek and nose, and the Boyon the mouth. Heenan 
then went in and tried his left, but was short; whereupon he retired to’his 
corner, had a wipe, and whetted his whistle, and went to. the middle of: the 
ring. Tom joined issue at once, and some slogging exchanges took place, 
each on the nose; and Heenan now tried to close, reaching after Tom to catch 
him round the neck. Tom kept out of harm's way, but at length the Boy 
bored him down at the ropes. 

Round 28—Both, much fatigued, wanted all the time they could get. Afar 
some sparring Heenan ran at Tom, who darted away. The Boy-rapidly 
pursued, and they got together; and in the fibbing Tom was busy on Heenan's 
good cheek, while he caught it on the mouth. In the end Tom was down. 

Round 29—Tom still slow to. time. The Boy at Once went to him, and got 
heavily on the top of his nut. Tom countered with effect with his right on the 
lefi{cheek, and then popped his left on the proboscis. Heavy exchanges followed 
in Tom’s favour, who met the Boy very. straight and effectively on the nozzle, 
opening a fresh bin. A break away, followed by slight exchanges, led to a 
harmless close, and Tom slipped down. 
= Round 30—Heenan's other eye was now quickly closing, and he had evidently 
no time to lose. He was the strongest on his legs, but his punishment was 
far more visible than 'l'om’s. He tried to lead off, but Tom met him neatly on 
the nose, turning on the red port. The Boy rushed at Tom, and literally ran 
over and fell on him. 

Ro nd 31—After standing some time at his corner Heenan was fetched out 
by Tom, who had now recovered a little. A short spar was followed by 
another retreat, after which Tom went in and got a little an on the left check, 
bat it lacked. steam. More sparring, and Heenan again retired. Tom stood 
and examined him with the eye of a connoisseur until he came out, when 
exchanges took place, Tom getting heavily on the mouth and Heenan on the 
nose. A break away—more sparring for wind+-Heenan again to his corner. 
On Tom going at him he slung out his left heavily on the nose,.and once more 
fell the champion. 

Round 32—Tom, all alive, dodged, and caught the Boy on the chin. He 
turned to retreat, and the Boy nailed him on the body, but not heavily. Heenan 
then tried repeatedly to draw Tom, but the latter would not go into Heenan’s 
corner. The Boy, therefore, had to go out, and some rapid hits and stops 
followed without any apparent damage; each, however, got a small tap on the 
mouth. Heenan, having taken another rest in his corner, came out, and got a 
hot ‘un on the left cheek for his pains, which all but shut up the other eye. 
This brought on exchanges, each on the mazzard, and theh Heenan reached 
Tom's nose. Heavy, determined counter deliveries on the nose followed, after 
which Heenan floored Tom by a right-hander on the cheek. The betting was 
now even, Sayers for choice. .It was obvious that, strong as Heenan was, 
unless he could make a decided charge, he must in a very few minutes be 
blin : 

Round 33—The Benicia Boy, feeling hé had no time to lose, rushed in, but 
ouly just reached Tom’s chest. Both seemed fagged, and they stood a few 
seconds, and then went to close quarters, where Tom, as usual, wis busy on 
the Boy's mug, until he let him slip through his arms on to the groand. 

Round 34—The Boy again tried to’ force the fighting, but Tom got away. 
They then stood and sparred until Heenan let fiy his left, which did not reach 
its destination. He retired for counsel, and them came at Tom and tried his 
right at the body, but without. success. Steady exchanges led to close and 
rapid in-fighting, and both fell, Tom wnder. Heenan’s other eye all but 
closed up. ; 

Round 35—The Benicia Boy dashed viciously in, and caught Tom on the 
snout, but the blow was without powder. Tom retreated from the vigorous 
onslanght; Heenan followed, and got home on the jaw with his right, still 
with no effect. Tom now turned and rau, Ieenan after hini, when, on turning 
round, Ton: napped one on the nose, He, however, landed another little pop 
on the good eye. Sharp exchanges, at close quarters, ended ini the downfall of 
Tom. . ‘Iwo hours had now elapSed. ‘ 

Round 36—The Benicia Boy's face was a spectacle.to behold; while Tom was 
very weak, The Boy rushed to a closo, and caught Tom round the neck, drag- 
ging him to the ropes. At this time the police, who had been gradually making 
tneir way to the ring, bégan a violent struggle to get close and put a stop to 
eeiiees The Boy tried to hold Tom, but the latter slipped through his arms 
and fell. 

Round 37 and last—Tom was first up, and seemed the better man; he made 
his left twice on Heenan’s eye, and the latter, at length, caught him round the 
uock at the ropes and there held him. ‘Von's efforts to extriedte himself were 
in vain, but he adniinistered severe punishment to the Boy’s face. ‘The police 
at this time got closer, there was a rush to the ropés from all sides, and the 
refatee was completely sit oat from his view of the men. | The ro:ind ended 
ii both going to grass in 2h. and 6min» ‘The referee had been forced from his 
post, and the police were close by: ‘The réferee seut-ordeérs for a cessation of 
hostilities, but yét tive more rounils were fought with pretty equal advantage. 
‘Lhe ring was half fuil of people, however, and neither mai had @ fair chance 
#t the end of the fourth of these supplementary rounds. ‘While Sayers was on 
his second’s knee Heenam rushed at hin in @ very excited state, let fly, right 
tad left, at Tom’s seconds, flodretl. them,’ and kicked them, when on the 
ground, in desperate style, after Which he closed with Sayers, and, fier a wild 
rally, they fell together. Whe final round was merely a wild scramble, in 
which both fell together. ‘Tha referoe by this tine was able to get near, and 
ordered the men’ to deSidt from fighting. Immédiately after- this. Heenan 
rushed away from the ring, and ran some distance with the activity of a doer, 
proving that, as far as strength was concerned, he was as fit as ever; but he 
had not been away from the ring many minutes before he was totally blind. 
‘Yom Sayers ,although a little tired, and suffering from his arm and the despe- 
rate hug in the 37th round, was also strong on his pins, and could have fought 
sune time longer, The blues being now in force there was, of course, no 
cuance of the men again meeting, and anadjournnient was necessary. It was 
found that the authorities were up in arms in all directions, so that it would 
have been idle waste of time to have gone elsewhere. The whole time 
occupied up to the men’s leaving the ring was 2h. and 20min. 


REMARKS. 

This gallant contest was, up to the unfortunate termination, decidedly the 
very best Championship Fight ever witnessed: It was to the time aforesaid 
fought out with a manliness, a fairness, and determination on both sides 
worthy of the highest comnrendatioi: Without any attempt at shifting, each 
svorned to take a mean advantagepant 1Oudly Ane Repeatedly was each of them 
cheered.

His 
pinishment was terrible, and yet he took it yound after round without flinching, 
and almost invariably with a smile on his ey Te-has an excellent delivery 
with his left, which was as straight asia dart}and éarly in the fight was very 
heavy. His hands, however, cannot be strong, as. before half the battle was 
over his left was so much _ swelled as to be almost useless; and this, doubiless, 
was forlunate for Tom, who, with his riglt arm gone, could have made but a 
poor stand against such a weapon, had ib retained its original hardness. Of his 
right Heenan made little nse—a quality hé@ decidedly had to learn. Sayers 
fuight the battle throughout with consumimate “tact ‘and judgment, and 
considering that his right’ arm—his principal weapon - was rendered almost 
uscless from the commencement, too much praise cannot be awarded to him 
for his courage and coolness. yen without that arm he must eventually have 
pulled througii, had the fight been finished on the day, After a good deal of 
wrangling a draw was elfected, and, while the old belt under the circumstances 
was necessarily left for contention by other parties, yet both Sayers and Heenan 
were presented with a belt cach:at.the Alhambra. It was’a mere national

POUNDS A SIDE. 

Monpay last being the day fixed for deciding the match betw 
Spencer, whose race, at the conclusion of last season, was so clos 
as to raise high expectations as to the issue of the present con 
ber of lovers of aquatic sports assembled at London Brides, for i 
running up the river in the well-known ‘' Citizen B” (Captain W 
follow the men to their destination.

“May first rowed a man pamed Perry, 
about 1857, defeating him with case; next; he was matched against alamo 
man named Hill, whom he also beat. Charles Hales, a brother printar on 
the Zimes, then rowed him, May this time suifering Qefeat, but he was a 
third time successful in his next race, also against one of his fellow-workmen, 
named Charles Barrett. We next tind him rowing against John M‘Guire, a 
member of the Prince of Wales’ Rowing Club, whom he beat after a good race; 
but his next opponent, Henry Browa, of Lambeth, was too good for him, and 
led by some distance at the finish. He was next matched with George Pank- 
hurst, of Barnes, and defeated him, also beating James Patey, of Bankside, 
His old opponent, M‘Guire,then challenged him again, and beat him after two 
races, some very unfair treatment being shown May ai the time. In the autumn 
of last year his present opponent, William Spencer, who had rowed but one 
race before, which he won, was matched against him for £10'a side, and after 
a good contest they fouled, the referee deciding that the race should be rowed 
again, and this was accorilingly done on Monday, the stakes having been in tha 
meantime increased to £25 aside, and the distance etered—the fdrmer race 
being from Hammersmith to Barnes, and the present from Putney to the sama 
destination, a distance of about 5} miles, 

There was but a small gathering of sightseers at Putney, which may bo 
attributed to the unsettled state ofthe: weather, and there was a marked 
scarcity of boats on the river. The oumpires were not elected until the men 
were ready to start, and then Mr. Salter consented to act for May, and Mp, 
Cliftonfor Spencer. The veteran Newnham was, by universal consent, clected 
referee. Spencer won the toss for choice of position, and, of course, 100k the 
Middlesex side. On getting into line the men were started without di ilicuity, 
and dashed off in good style, tle betting being even, with but few speculators, 
Spencer had slightly the best of the start, but May made good this slight 
advantage in a few strokes, and, with aspurt, crept xbout half a boat's length 
ahead. Offers were freely made, at this turn of the affair, to back May at 
4tol, but there were no takers. May kept his place the whele length of 
Bishop’s-walk, after passing which he Jost his slight advantage, and was con- 
tent to get along side by side with Spencer for 4 short distance, The latter 
gradually worked his antegonist in shore, and, althongh there was no fouling, 
poor May came to grief on the bank just above the Red Lion, at Hammersmith. 
He did not, however, lose more. than three strokes; but whem he set to work 
again it was painfully evident that he had, somehow, injured hisright arm, for 
he used it most awkwardly during the remainder of the journey—we had 
almost said race—to Barnes. Spencer worked hard until he got about eleven 
boats' lengths ahead, and from that time there was no more excitement. May 
pulled gamely’on, but theunfortunate arm dropped fullthree inches, and became 
entirely unruly, so that he had not a chance of decreasing the distance 
between himself and Spencer, who won bya clear eleven lengths, or about 
twenty-eight strokes. The time was 20min. 12sec., which was not bad scon 
sidering the tide had turned and fallen a foot before the menreached Chiswick 
Ait. What the result of the race would have been had not May got into 
difficulties so early in the contest it would be difficult to say, for at the outset 
the race promised to be one of the most exciting ever witnessed. ‘The friends 
of both parties were most sanguine, and great was the regret expressed when 
the race came to so sudden and undesjrable a conclusion. There was soma 
little tallk made of claiming afoul for May, but his umyire never put the ques- 
tion to the referee, and so the stakes were handed over to Spencer's friends 
immediately the poat puther head down the river.
